the 
high mission with which the Russian 
statesman is charged and the disposi­ 
tion of the foreign press to interpret 
his appointment as an indication that 
Russia had decided to make peace at 
any price 
“No, no,” said he, straightening up 
in his chair aud speaking slowly and 
distinctly, aa if weighing the value of 
each word. 
"In the first place, I have 
been designated by the emperor as his 
ambassador extraordinary for a con­ 
ference with the Japanese plenipoten­ 
tiaries to ascertain whether it is pos­ 
sible to conclude a treaty of peace. 
My personal views are of secondary 
Importance, but my ideas are in en­ 
tire accord with those of my friend, 
Count Larusdorff. 
In serving my em­ 
peror I have received precise instruc­ 
tions from his majesty and shall fol­ 
low them. 
“The ultimate decision remains In 
the bands of the emperor, and it Is 
for him to decide the destinies of 
Russia. 
The emperor is the friend of 
ptace and desires peace, but I very 
much fear that the Japanese terms 
will be such that we will be unable to 
reach an accord. 
Secondly, the world 
should disabuse its mind of the idea 
that Russia wants peace at any price 
There are two parties in Russia 
One 
favors the continuation of the war lo 
the end—this is a large and Influen­ 
tial party. 
The other, te which I be­ 
long. favors peace.

baen my rule in politics,

Under the provisions of the Indiana 
law carrying concealed weapons is a 
crime of no small importance. 
When 
any person has been arrested for car­ 
rying concealed weapons and found 
guilty, the weapon is not returned to 
its owner but broken up by the sheriff. 
Each policeman or other officer who 
finds a concealed weapon on a person 
must turn It over to the sheriff, and 
make an oath that he has done so. 
Under the order of the circuit court the 
weapon is destroyed by the sheriff. 
When a person is convicted three 
times within two years for carrying 
concealed weapons 
the third offense 
means that be will have to go to the 
penitentiary for not more than one 
year. 
The law takes in all kinds of 
weapons that can be concealed, from 
sling shots to swords.
